DEMANDS OF FARMERS 


Senator Arthur Capper of Kan- 
sas is one of the conservative lead- 
ers in congress for legislation that 
will help agricultural interests of 
the United States. In a speech the 
other day before a body of farm | 
leaders he set forth the demands | 
for farm relief that carries an im- | 
pressive appeal to the people. 

“The kernel of the whole agri- | 
cultural problem,” said Senatox | 
Capper, “is in the difference be- 
tween, the value of what a farmer 
sells and what he buys. The sit- | 
uation is this: the things that a| 
farmer sells bring 34 per cent 
more than before the war, but the} 
average selling price of commo¢- | 
ities which the farmer must buy | 
is 59 per cent higher than before | 
the war.”

Senator Capper went on, “the | 
farmer’s dollar is worth about 85 
cents, while the rest of us have a

There are things that may be 
manufactured outside of that city. 
Smaller communities can develop 
along certain lines and become 
employers of labor. But extreme 
caution must be exercised in in- 
vesting in industrial enterprises 
in smaller communities. Compe- 
is sharp and conditions 
must be analyzed and carefully 
considered before investment is 
justified. Safety first, better re- 
tain one’s capital than to take 
the hazard of new and untried 
fields. 

One who has given the subject 
reports that cham- 
bers of commerce in nearly every 
small city in the land are trying 


|to secure establishments that will 


smploy surplus labor. Many suc- 
ceed of course, but results are not 
reassuring. Most of the small in- 
dustries succumb in the course of 
time, inflicting loss to the com- 
munity of investors. Others suc- 
ceed only to be induced to move

TRIAL BY JURY A FARCE?

Records of the Division of Mo- 
tor Vehicles revealed today that 
9,159 accidents involving either in- 
jury or deatn during the last year 
in California were attributable to 
reckless and intoxicated drivers. 

The record, prepared from re- 
ports of accidents forwarded to the 
division by police departments and 
| traffic officers throughout the 
| state, placed the number who died 
) in motor accidents during the year 
Wat 1651, the number seriously in- 
| jured at 4,277, and the number re- 
ceiving minor injuries at 14,091. 

An analysis of the accidents by 
the divisions shows that at least 
90 per cent of them could have 
been avoided had drivers exercised 
due care before they occurred.
